As  our  Fraternity  looks  ahead,  we  must  always  do  so  with 
our  feet  firmly  planted  in  our  cardinal  principles  of  Virtue, 
Diligence,  and  Brotherly  Love.  These  are  the  values  that  we 
espouse  as  men  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  by  living  them 
with  the  integrity  of  authenticity,  others  will  encounter  the 
very  heart  of  our  Fraternity  through  the  actions  of  our  lives.

OLYMPIC 
MEMENTOS 


Ten  thousand  athletes,  millions  of 
fans-and  an  army  of  Sig  Eps  (and 
their  families  and  friends)-helped 
make  the  1 996  Summer  Olympic 
Games  a  spectacle  the  world  will 
never  forget. 

The  Georgia  Tech  Sig  Ep  house, 
in  fact,  was  transformed  into  lodg- 
ing quarters  for  athletes  and 
coaches  from  two  countries:  Lux- 
embourg and  San  Marino. 

The  Georgia  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology campus  became  the  site  of 
the  Olympic  Village,  a  self-con- 
tained city  where  athletes  could 


dine,  relax,  shop  and  surf  the 
Internet  when  not  competing  in 
the  games.  "Georgia  Alpha  volun- 
teers went  through  months  of 
training  to  host  dignitaries  of 
National  Olympic  Committees 
from  around  the  world,"  said 
James  C.  Musial  (Georgia  Tech 
'96).  "Others  helped  out  in  the 
protocol  office,  on  the  entertain- 
ment committee  and  as  security 
personnel.  And  many  drove  trams 
transporting  athletes  and  coaches 
throughout  the  Village." 

Involvement  in  the  Olympic 
Games  for  Rich  DeAugustinis 
(Georgia  Tech  '91)  began  in  1989 
while  he  was  a  student.  He  was 
interested  in  bringing  the 
Olympics  to  Atlanta  and  joined 
the  Georgia  Tech  Olympic  Coali- 
tion, a  student  organization  that 
assisted  the  Atlanta  Organizing 
Committee.  He  soon  was  elected 
president,  and  under  his  leadership

the  group  grew  from  20  to  more 
than  300  members.  When  the 
International  Olympic  Commit- 
tee came  for  a  site-selection  visit, 
Rich  helped  market  Atlanta  with 
a  three-dimensional  model  of  the 
city  and  the  proposed  Olympic 
Village. 

Atlanta  was  selected  as  the  site 
for  the  games  in  September,  1 990, 
about  the  time  Rich  also  was 
involved  in  a  co-op  program  with 
Coca-Cola,  doing  mechanical 
engineering  work. 

As  his  internship  with  Coca- 
Cola  drew  to  a  close,  he  began  to 
pursue  other  opportunities  with 
the  company.  Top  executives  were 
impressed  with  a  1 0-page  assess- 
ment he  did  about  opportunities 
and  risks  for  Coca-Cola  at  the 
Olympic  Village,  so  they  created  a 
permanent  part-time  position  for

Rich  until  he  graduated  in  1992, 
at  which  time  he  joined  Coca- 
Colas  Olympic  Marketing  team 
full  time. 

He  and  two  fellow  employees 
came  up  with  the  idea  for  Coca- 
Cola  Olympic  City,  an  interactive 
fan  experience  where  spectators 
could  try  their  hands  at  Olympic 
events  and  feel  what  it  was  like  to 
be  part  of  the  Olympic  Games. 
He  was  assigned  to  oversee  plan- 
ning, design  and  marketing  of  the 
park. 

Coca-Cola  Olympic  City  was  a 
12-acre,  multi-million-dollar  pro- 
ject open  from  May  23  through 
September  2.  It  attracted  more 
than  800,000  visitors. 

"The  brothers  were  very  sup- 
portive in  the  early  days  when 
Atlanta  was  trying  to  win  the 
Olympic  Games,"  Rich  said.  "And 


the  Fraternity  gave  me  the  confi- 
dence and  energy  to  move  forward 
with  my  ideas  while  balancing 
grades  and  extra-curricular  activities." 

Rich's  involvement  in  the 
Olympics  also  gave  him  one 
opportunity  he  will  never  forget: 
"running  the  torch  through  down- 
town Atlanta  on  the  day  of  the 
opening  ceremonies." 

Volunteer  work  at  the  Athlete 
Village  and  the  Paralympic  Games 
began  early  every  day  for  W.  Stew- 
art Minton  (Miami  of  Ohio  '60). 
"Sig  Eps  from  all  over  the  U.S. 
were  paid  staff  and  volunteers,"  he 
said.  Minton,  who  is  secretary  of 
the  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Federal 
Holiday  Commission,  said  "Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  was  involved  and  rep- 
resented within  both  the  Olympic 
and  Paralympic  Villages  as  well  as 
all  venues.  Sig  Eps  truly  gave  of 
their  time,  talent,  energy  and

enthusiasm.  It  was  an  honor  to  be 
associated  with  these  brothers.  It 
was  truly  a  job  well  done." 

An  official  sponsor  of  the  1996 
Summer  Olympics  was  United 
Parcel  Service,  headed  by  Kent  C. 
"Oz"  Nelson  (Ball  State  '59), 
chairman. 

And  other  Sig  Eps  served  as 
Olympic  Torch  Relay  runners  at 
various  places  around  the  nation. 
One  was  Joe  Dillman  (Massachu- 
setts '50),  who  lives  in  Westlake 
Village,  California. 

"Naturally  no  one  but  my  sig- 
nificant other  was  interested  in  get- 
ting up  at  2:30  a.m.  to  drive  to 
Huntington  Beach  to  watch  my 
torch  hitch  on  Pacific  Coast  High- 
way at  4:20  a.m.  on  Sunday,  April 
28.  I  could  not  believe  the  number 
of  Huntington  Beach  folks  that 
came  out  to  watch  the  event,  even 
at  that  hour!" 


James  Naismith: 
Inventor  of 
Basketball 
and  The  Original 
Balanced  Man

t 
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Long  before  Sig  Ep  created  the 
Balanced  Man  concept,  the 
chapter  counselor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kansas  had  applied  its 
core  components  with  astounding 
results.  Dr.  James  Naismith 
(Kansas  '23),  inventor  of  the  game 
of  basketball  and  longtime  Kansas 
chapter  counselor,  believed  an  effi- 
cient mind  and  a  sense  of  moral 
direction  could  best  be  developed 
in  a  physically  fit  body. 

Naismith's  biography,  Basketball 
Man  James  Naismith,  recently 
updated  by  historian  Glenn  Kap- 
pelman  (Kansas  '45),  shows  Nai- 
smith championed  the  spiritual 
principles  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in 
all  areas  of  his  work  and  life. 

Born  in  Canada  in  1861,  Nai- 
smith graduated  from  McGill  Uni- 
versity in  1887  in  the  top  10  of  his 
class.  As  an  avid  athlete,  his  theo- 
logical classmates  reminded  him 
that  rugby  football  was  a  "tool  of 
the  devil,"  and  advised  him  to 
"leave  the  evils  of  athletic  life  and 
devote  himself  to  books  and  Chris- 
tian duties."  But  Naismith,  whose 
football  jersey  was  emblazoned 
with  the  motto  "In  Domino  Con- 
fido"  (Trust  in  God),  believed  the 
qualities  of  a  good  athlete  applied 
equally  to  a  good  Christian. 

After  seminary  in  1891, 
Naismith  joined  the  International 
YMCA  Training  School  in  Spring- 
field, Massachusetts  where  the 
YMCA  was  pioneering  a  rather 
unorthodox  idea  of  combining 
spiritual  and  physical  development. 
This  fit  with  Naismith's  concept  of 
the  "balanced  man." 

It  was  here  that  Naismith  began 
distinguishing  himself  as  an  inven- 
tor. Playing  football  had  resulted  in 
repeated  injuries  to  his  ears,  so 
Naismith  developed  the  first 
known  football  headgear.  Of 
greater  concern  to  Naismith,  how- 
ever, was  the  limited  variety  of 


indoor  physical  sports.  Maintain- 
ing interest  in  winter  indoor  activ- 
ity was  becoming  difficult  and  the 
YMCA  gym  class  was  becoming 
antagonistic  over  its  boredom  with 
indoor  winter  activities. 

Naismith  gave  them  a  game  they 
would  never  forget.  The  objective 
would  be  to  get  the  ball  into  the 
opponent's  box,  or  goal,  positioned 
at  either  end  of  the  playing  field. 
The  janitor  at  the  YMCA  did  not 
have  boxes  appropriate  for  the  pur-

pose,  but  offered  a  pair  of  peach 
baskets  instead.  Naismith  nailed 
the  peach  baskets  to  the  balconies 
at  each  end  of  the  gym  and  in 
December,  1891,  young  Naismith's 
class  of  "troublemakers"  played  the 
first  basketball  game.  It  was  an 
instant  success.  Later  that  winter, 
when  the  game  was  introduced  at 
the  New  York  YMCA,  the  New 
York  Times  welcomed  it  as  a  "sub- 
stitute for  football  without  its 
rough  features." 

Naismith  left  the  YMCA  Train- 
ing Center  in  1895  for  medical 
school  in  Denver.  Then,  as  he  was 
completing  medical  school,  he 
learned  the  University  of  Kansas 
was  searching  for  an  athletic  direc- 
tor who  also  could  serve  as  reli- 
gious director.  A  colleague  recom- 


mended Naismith  as  "inventor  of 
basketball,  medical  doctor,  Presby- 
terian minister,  teetotaler,  all- 
around  athlete,  non-smoker  and 
owner  of  vocabulary  without  cuss 
words."  KU  had  found  its  man. 

Naismith  introduced  college 
basketball  at  Kansas,  where  an 
early  member  of  the  team  was  a 
young  man  who  later  would 
become  KU's  coach-the  legendary 
Forrest  C.  "Phog"  Allen. 

At  the  height  of  his  fame,  during 
the  1 936  Berlin  Olympics  where 
basketball  was  first  played  as  an 
Olympic  sport,  Naismith  admitted 
in  an  interview  that  he  had  played 
basketball  only  twice  in  his  life-at 
the  Springfield  YMCA  in  1892 
and  at  Kansas  in  1898.  Even 
though  basketball  was  his  own 
creation,  he  had  too  many  other 
interests  to  become  obsessed  with  it. 

Naismith,  gregarious  and  outgo- 
ing, found  a  ready  outlet  for  his 
energies  in  the  campus  fraternities. 
When  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  formed  a 
chapter  at  the  University  of  Kansas 
in  1923,  Naismith  was  chapter 
adviser  and  was  initiated  on  April 
28,  1923.  After  the  death  of  his 
wife  Maude,  "Doc  Naismith" 
became  a  more  frequent  visitor  at 
the  Sig  Ep  house.  He  seemed  to 
enjoy  the  company  of  the  house- 
mother, Florence  Mae  Kincaid,  a 
keen  sports  enthusiast.  He  married 
Mom  Kincaid  in  the  summer  of 
1939,  with  a  wedding  party  made 
up  of  Sig  Eps  and  a  reception  at 
the  Sig  Ep  house. 

Naismith  died  later  that  year. 
But  the  Naismith  Sig  Eg  legacy  has 
continued  with  two  sons  and  a 
grandson.

risk  management  inci- 
dents. North  Dakota 
Alpha  is  performing  acad- 
emically and  is  ranked  in 
the  top  quartile  of  man- 
power while  the  chapter 
continues  to  grow. 

The  University  of  Central 
Florida  (Florida  Mu)  is 
working  to  prove  itself 
different  on  a  campus 
that  has  had  risk  manage- 
ment concerns.  In  the 
past  year,  the  chapter's 
academic  rank  has 
improved  from  10th  of 
1 7  fraternities  to  second 
and  above  the  all-campus 
average.  The  chapter  is 
proving  that  the  Frater- 


nity's risk  management 
policy  can  work  when 
individual  chapter  mem- 
bers are  committed  to 
change  and  doing  the 
right  thing.  Utilizing  the 
Balanced  Man  Scholar- 
ship for  the  first  time, 
Florida  Mu  recruited  43 
new  members,  all  having 
above  a  3.0  grade  point 
average.  Committed  to 
implementing  standards, 
Florida  Mu  is  leading  the 
way  at  the  University  of 
Central  Florida. 

The  University  of  Mis- 
souri (Missouri  Alpha) 
implemented  a  new 
development  plan,  writ- 
ten standards,  the  Bal- 
anced Man  Scholarship, 
and  a  new  attitude  that 
expects  excellence  in 
1995-96.  The  result  was 
an  eighty-man  chapter 
that  achieved  a  grade 
point  average  of  3.26  to 
rank  above  the  all-campus 
average  and  number  one 
among  fraternities  on 
campus. 

The  Fraternity  also  con- 
tinues to  lead  the  way  in 
Fraternity  leadership  pro- 
gramming. At  the  1996 
Carlson  Leadership  Acad- 
emies, over  2,100  volun- 
teers and  undergraduates 
took  an  oath  not  to  con- 
sume alcohol  during  the 
weekend  leadership  pro- 
gram. Overwhelming 
feedback  from  the  partici- 
pants was  that  they 
learned  more  and  enjoyed 
the  social  interaction 
without  the  distraction  of 
alcohol.

The  Fraternity  welcomed 
into  our  ranks  eight  new 
colonies,  including  five 
dormant  chapters.  And, 
in  addition  to  the  numer- 
ous success  stories,  nine 
were  closed.  Closing  a 
chapter  is  a  painful  process 
which  is  never  under- 
taken lightly,  and  is  only 
done  because  of  a  chap- 
ter's grossly  unacceptable 
behavior  and/or  consis- 
tent nonperformance. 

There  is  no  higher  prior- 
ity than  academic 
achievement.  We  have 
chosen  to  hold  ourselves 
to  a  higher  standard  than 
most,  comparing  our- 
selves to  the  all-campus 
grade  point  average 


rather  than  the  all-men's 
or  all-fraternity  average. 
Currently,  we  have  63 
chapters  above  the  all- 
campus  average.  Our 
undergraduate  members 
demonstrated  their  com- 
mitment to  academic  per- 
formance at  the  Grand 
Chapter  Conclave  in 
Orlando  in  August  of 
1995  by  passing  legisla- 
tion that  placed  any 
chapter  below  a  2.25 
GPA  on  notice  to  be 
closed  with  one  year  to 
raise  the  chapter  grade 
point  average  above  a 
2.25  or  have  their  charter 
revoked. 

Many  of  you  are  familiar 
with  the  Balanced  Man

Chapters  of  all  ages,  sizes,
